“To repay the community with 
gratitude, sports programs, and 
service projects” was named by 
the ASSAC chief as one purpose 
of the student body.

Smith proposed a program to 
find prominent SAC alumni as a 
means of showing the many pres- 
ent community leaders that the 
college has produced. 


As another plan of direction 
for the new student administra- 
tion, Smith stated “we must try 
to aid the institution itself by 
showing our apreciation for the 
dedication of the teachers and 
administrators.” 


TRUE REPRESENTATIVES 


Directing his remarks to the 
student legislators, Smith said 
that the Senate should “try to 
be the student body rather than 
attempt to give them something.” 


In explanation of the remark, 
the president commented later 
that he wanted to “get the sena- 
tors thinking as true representa- 
tives of the students ... seeking 
what the students want as op- 
posed to what they would give 
them as an ‘independent’ body.”

Proposed Parking Lot Wipes Out 
Two Decades Of Campus History

Within 90 days symbols of two 
decades of Santa Ana College 
history will have disappeared 
from the campus. 

The opening of the new Rus- 
sell Hall has eliminated the need 
for the complex of wooden bar- 
racks, which was the original 
home of the 17th and Bristol 
campus of the college. Occupying 
their present site will be another 
extension of the parking lot. 

From the. Santa Ana Army 
Air Base the buildings were mov- 
ed to the SAC campus in 1946-47 
and set in the middle of a 48- 
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acre grove of orange trees. They 
were originally intended to serve 
as temporary housings for the 
classrooms for two or three years 
until] the permanent structures 
could be erected. 

However, by the time the new 
buildings had been completed, 
the enrollment at the college had 
so greatly increased that more 
space was needed. To handle the 
growing need, a stay of execution

extra room needed for the lib- 
rary. 


Also in “Q” building was the 
art department which is now 
housed in a wing of the “B” 
buildings. 


One of the old barracks has 
already vanished from the face 
of the campus. “X” building no 
longer marks the spot, although, 
according to the 1946-47 SAC 
catalogue it was once the favor- 
ite spot for most of the students. 


Standing directly opposite “Q” 
building at the end of the walk- 
way leading from the “B” sec- 
tion, “X” building originally 
housed the Student Union and 
the snack bar. When the new Stu- 
dent Union was completed, the 
old building was turned over to 
the drama department and func- 
tioned in this capacity until the 
inception of Phillips Hall. 


Draft Lottery vs. II-S Deferments 


Next week the national Commission 
on Selective Service will tell President 
Johnson the nation’s draft laws must be 
revolutionized to provide for a lottery and 
the drafting of youngest men first. 

This, the first change in the existing 
draft laws since 1951, comes in the wake 
of charges of “unfairness” towards edu- 
cation and racial deferments.
